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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submissions filed on 10January2003 and 10March2003 have been 
entered. 

2. Claims 56-70 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections/Objections Maintained 

3. The rejection of claims 56-67 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Menozzi et 
al (Abstracts of the General Meeting of the ASM, 95(0): 1 93, abstract B-l 59) is maintained for the 
reasons put forth in the original rejection (Office Action, paper#20, mailed 9January2002) and 
upheld in examiner's responses to applicants' arguments (Office Action, paper#24, mailed 
10October2002; Advisory, paper#27, mailed 13February2003; Advisory, paper#30, mailed 
26March2003). 

No new arguments or amendments accompanied the request for continued examination. 
Therefore, the examiners responses are maintained. 

4. Claims 68-70 remain objected to as being dependent from rejected claims.
